OF GEN,LAFAYETTE

Marquis do Lafayette, was chosen to 
return formal thanks today when 
General Pershing laid a wreath on 
tho grave of the famous revolution- 
ary general in the Picpus cemetery. 
The Marquis de Chamborns said: 


"There is no place so appropriate 


as this tomb at which to salute the 
addition to our cause of the United 
States. 
In your person, general, I 


bow before the sword America has 
cast in the scale for liberty, civiliza- 
tion and humanity. 
We may fairly 


say that the bonds uniting our two 
countries arc in no way the result 
of successful diplomacy. 
They are 


united by the principles of liberty 
and independence, principles which 
have formed the strength of our two 
democracies, and they will certainly 
bring about victory.

countries are invincible. They have 
already proved it, and it rejoices us 
to think that a new victory is about 
to consecrate these same principles.

THE PIONEER SUFFRAGIST. 


(Literary Digest-) 


Unlike most pioneers, Belva A. I/ock- 
pod, who died in Washington on May 
19, lived to witness the' triumph of the 
cause to which she devoted much of her 
life. 
AVoman suffrage a generation ago 
was little more than the butt of para- 
graphers, but -Mrs. Lockwood lived to 
see not only women voting, but' a "wom- 
an Congressman in 
Washington.

was the first woman lawyer to be ad- 
mitted to practice before the Supreme 
Court of the "United States.

The 
Council of National Defense, acting 
on military advice, has decided to 
recommend the construction by this 
government of an air fleet of un- 
heard-of power.

of

shall be begun at once. The execu- 
tion of this program awaits only the 
action of congress. 


Such a swarm of aeroplanes would

lacks the necessary materials—could

congressional authority is lacking for 
the launching of this ambitious pro- 
ject of air supremacy it should be 
granted without an hour's unneces- 
sary delay, to the end that the war 
may be shortened and life saved by 
the most effective contribution the 
United States could make to the com- 
mon cause. If we can beat Germany 
in the air, as the military experts 
think we can, let us go to it!

U, S, NAVY GUNNERS 


IN FIRST DEFEAT 


BY GERMAN U-BOAT 


Washington, June ll>.—Americai 


naval gunners have mot their firs 
defeat in open fight with a Germai 
submarine. 
Official dispatches yes 


terday announced the destruction o 
the tank steamship Moreni, aban 
doued ablaze June 12 by her crev 
and -armed guard after a desperate 
running fight in the war xone, whicl 
cost the lives of four of her crew. 


Half an hour after the tanker had 


been sent to the bottom her 43 sur 
vlvors, including all of the members 
of the armed guard, were picked up 
with their lifeboats, by 
a 
passing 


steamer. 
The German commander 


had set them adrift after congratu- 
lating the American skipper upon his 
game fight and having the wounded 
men treated by the submarine's sur- 
geon. 


The submarine began the action 


at a range of SOOO yards, four nau- 
tical miles, when she hardly was vis- 
ible to the steamer without glasses 


Presenting virtually no target her- 


self, she sept 200 siiells at the big 
tanker, making many hits, while the 
American gunners wasted 150 shots 
without harming the 
speck 
from 


which the deadly hail came. 


Naval officers assume that 
the 


submarine was armed with the six- 
nch rifles mounted by most of the 
newest undersea boats. 
No state- 


ment was available as to the arma- 
ment 
of the Mereni,

whether she was one of the vessels 
hat sailed without Availing for full 
equipment, including a range-finder. 
The failure of the gunners to get 
the submarine was attributed gen- 
erally to the'long range, and small

Germany has proclaimed 


her intention to treat British armed 
merchant crews as pirates.

ENGLAND'S FOOD RULES 


TO BE OUR GUIDE HERE 


Some of the Regulations Which 


May Be Adopted In Less 


Stringent Form. 


Food regulations of the allies, which 


probably will furnish the basis for 
somewhat similar rules In the United 
States, are being assembled by the 
government 


American regulations probably will 


be less stringent, but this is not de- 
terring Herbert C. Hoover, selected 
for food administration, and other offi- 
cials from giving careful study to the 
codes of other warring nations. 


Here are some of the more striking 


British regulations: 


For public meals the allowance of 


meat is based on an average of five 
ounces for each luncheon and dinner 
and two ounces for each breakfast 
served on nonmeatless days. 


Tuesdays are meatless days In Lon- 


don, and Wednesdays elsewhere in the 
kingdom. 


Potatoes must not be served except 


on meatless days and Fridays. 


The making of any light fancy pas- 


tries, muffins, crumpets, fancy tea 
cakes and other light articles is pro- 
hibited. 


No ornamental cake or bun may be 


made. 


Sale of bread unless twelve hours old 


is prohibited. 


All bread must be sold by weight, 


and all loaves must be one pound or 
an even number of pounds. 


Fifteen per cent of sugar is allowed 


In cakes and biscuits, 10 per cent In. 
buns. No sugar may be used in scones. 


No person shall acquire supplies of 


food beyond the needs of bis ordinary 
consumption. The food controller may 
order the inspection of premises In 
which he has reason to believe that 
hoarding Is taking place. 


No wheat, rye or tapioca may be 


used except for human foods. 


The output of beer Is limited to the 


rate of 10,000,000 barrels per annum, 
as-compared with 36,000,000 barrels be- 
fore the war. 


Penalty for yiolation of any rule is 


six months' imprisonment or $500 floe, 
or both.

Them to France. 


American troops will take rest and 


recreation centers along with them to 
France under plans worked out by the 
training camp activities committee ap- 
pointed by Secretary Baker. The com- 
mittee already has received many offers 
of aid from acton and other enter- 
tamers. 


Raymond Fosdlck, chairman of the 


committee, has studied the British and 
Canadian camps, both at home and In 
France, and Is convinced that soldiers 
need amusements when they are with- 
drawn for rest periods from trench 
duty. 


Major General Bell, commanding the 


eastern department, has urged the com- 
mittee to lay great stress on singing, 
and an effort will be made to get soldier 
choruses going in all the camps.

Our Boys and Orris 


The system of delivering milk in 


bottle is a conceded improvement in 
a great many respects over Ihe old 
system of measuring it out from a 
can as it may he TV anted, but a man- 
ifest weak point of the new method 
is that no means of carrying the bot- 
tle is offered except the questionable 
one of carrying them 
by grasping 


the Bottles by the neck. 


Any contamination on the hands 


is Immediately transferred 
to the 


bottle and thence to the milk. Of 
course, the milkman has a wire bas- 
ket in which to transport the bottles, 
but in transferring them to and from 
this the 
bottles 
are 
necessarily 


handled in the 
manner 
outlined 


above. 
It will be readily seen that the 


desired results of the improved sys- 
tem are thereby defeated to a great 
extent. 
In a few cases this condi- 


tion has been met by wrapping the 
neck of the bottle with a piece of 
wax paper, held in place by a string. 
This defect is 
taken 
care of in a 


simpler way by a newly patented 
milk bottle closure, which not only 
protects the fluid contained in the 
bottle, out at the same time encom- 
passes the entire 
top of the con- 


tainer in such a manner that contam- 
ination of the surface surrounding 
"the 
opening of the 
bottle is pre- 


.vented. 


The ordinary breakfast toast is not 


suitable for a baby. 
For him the 


bread should be at least one day old 
and be cut in very thin slices. The 
slices should be placed on edge in a 
toast-rack in the oven to dry, or kept 
separated by some 
other 
means. 


Leave the over door 
partly 
open. 


The slices <-hould not brown, but aft- 
er they are dry they* may be lightly 
toasted and should be tender and of 
a uniform dryness throughout. 


Dried bread is similar to toast. 


Pull a loaf of fresh bread in pieces 
and dry in the oven in the same 
way, then toast very lightly, as need- 
ed. 
No fresh-baked breads of any 


sort should be given to the baby. 


Bran bread is also good. It 
is 


made of one cup of cooking molasses, 
one teaspconful of soda, one small 
teaspoonful of salt, one pint of sour 
milk or buttermilk, one 
quart of 


bran, one pint of flour. 
Stir well 


and bake for one hour in a slow 
oven. It may be baked in a loaf or 
In gem pans as preferred.

Twenty miles away the Prussians and 
the Canadians were struggling in the dust 
and mud for the battered suburbs of 
Lens, but the trenches which were en- 
joying the "Fiddler's Truce" were not 
marked to be taken by the Staff Offi- 
cers of either army, and the only sign of 
war was the growling of the bfg guns far 
atvay, sajs the Literary Digest. Here, 
too, 
Canadian opposed 
Prussian, 
but 
they did not fight until the death of 
Henry Schulman, killed by a most rsgret- 
table accident 
He was only a private 
and not famous as a violinist to have 
his death record m the musical journals 
of the world, but aiong t:ie trenches his 
taking off is still being discust as one of 
the real tragedies of the war. 
Late last fall, after the Somme offen- 
sive fas over, three Canadian regiments 
arrived on the Arras front 
and 
dug 
themselves into the brown mud to wait 
until spring made another advance prac- 
ticable. 
Two hundred feet away were 
three Prussian 
regiments. 
There 
was 
little real fighting. When the routine of 
trench-life became 
too monotonous 
a 
company would blaze awav at the other 
trenches for a few minutes. At night it 
was so quiet that conversation in on" 
trench carried over to tne other, and 
there was a good deal of good-natured 
kidding back and forth. The Canadians 
were especially pleased by the nightly 
concerts of the Germans, and applauded 
heartily the spirited fiddling- of one hid- 
den muslcan. The rest of the story can 
best be told by Corporal Harry Seaton. 
In the New York Evening Mail: 
"One night we held up a piece of white 
cloth as a sign of truce." he said. "With 
permission of our colonel I called out 
and asked the Boche if we couldn't have 
a bit of concert. It was agreed, and 
Schulman—that was the fiddler's name— 
crowled out from his trench. One or two 
of our Johnnies crawled out. too. ju.st as 
a sign of good faith. 
"Believe me. every one enjoyed the rest 
ef that evening and when things grew 
nui«t next day somebody yelled for th« 
fiddler to strike up a tune. He was a 
cobbler in QueJ»cc before the war. and 
two of our Johnnies knew him and his 
wife and kids. H didn't take much coax- 
ing after that and he cainc out on ino 
strip of "Xo Man's Land" and 
played 
cv<-ry night. 
"On the 23rd of Fcbniarv we w<r<- ord- 
ered on to another part of th«« field and 
another raiment took our old
